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FOREWORD 

The  firm  with  agricultural  products  to  sell  in  the  export  market  will  find  help 
available  from  many  sources — both  public  and  private.   Market  information,  field 
assistance,  shipping  services,  financing,  and  other  types  of  help  can  be  obtained 
readily  in  almost  all  parts  of  the  country. 

In  this  Food  and  Agricultural  Export  Directory  1970,  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  has  brought  together  in  one  publication  a  listing  of  these  various  sources, 
with  a  brief  description  of  the  function  of  each.   The  principal  export  promotion 
arms  of  the  Federal  Government  are  listed,  along  with  State  Government  agencies 
which  are  known  to  be  active  in  this  field.   There  is  also  a  listing  of  trade 
associations  and  a  brief  list  of  some  of  the  leading  Government  and  non-Government 
publications  useful  to  exporters.

Listing  does  not  imply  approval 
or  constitute  endorsement  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.

INTRODUCTION 


The  United  States  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  producers  of  food  and  agricultural  products  in  the 
world.   This,  combined  with  the  increasing  purchasing  power  of  many  foreign  countries,  is  opening  up 
new  opportunities  for  food  and  agricultural  exports. 

U.S.  exports  of  food  and  agricultural  products  have  nearly  doubled  since  1956.   They  can  increase 
even  further  as  traditional  markets  expand  and  especially  as  new  ones  spring  up  in  areas  like  the 
Caribbean,  Lebanon,  Saudi  Arabia,  Kuwait,  Taiwan,  Korea,  and  Thailand  where  some  of  our  foods  and  food 
products  are  almost  unknown.   Opportunities  also  exist  in  many  countries  for  adaptation  of  American 
foods  to  meet  specific  taste  and  marketing  requirements. 

The  export  business  can  be  a  profitable  venture.   If  successfully  developed,  it  will  open  up  new 
markets  and  additional  sales  that  might  be  the  difference  between  profit  and  loss  to  the  food 
manufacturer.   The  sales  of  many  food  products  change  with  the  season  of  the  year,  and  a  more  even  and 
profitable  sales  curve  can  sometimes  be  achieved  by  exporting  to  countries  where  the  seasons  are 
different  than  our  own.   Diversified  overseas  markets  also  represent  insurance  against  the  possibility 
of  a  depressed  market  here  at  home. 

WHERE  TO  START 

Potential  exporters  will  first  want  to  know  if  they  have  a  product  that  will  sell  in  the  foreign 
market.   If,  because  of  competition,  duties,  foreign  tastes,  or  other  reasons  there  is  little  hope  for 
developing  a  foreign  market  for  a  particular  product,  this  is  worth  knowing,  too,  before  time  and  money 
are  risked. 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  generally  known  as  FAS,  is  one  of  the  many  agencies  that  can  help 
you.   FAS  has  agricultural  attaches  at  all  leading  export  markets  and  a  corps  of  trade  promotion 
specialists  in  Washington  to  assist  in  locating  and  developing  a  market  for  your  product  overseas. 
Additional  assistance  can  be  obtained  from  the  State  Departments  of  Agriculture,  trade  associations, 
and  other  government  and  private  export  services  listed  in  this  directory. 

If  the  preliminary  findings  indicate  that  an  export  market  can  be  developed,  the  product  is  ready 
for  test  marketing.   An  easy,  inexpensive  market  test  can  be  conducted  at  one  of  the  international 
trade  fairs  or  food  exhibits  at  overseas  U.S.  Trade  Centers  in  which  FAS  and  the  American  food  trade 
participate  each  year. 

A  representative  of  the  firm,  with  order  book  in  hand,  should  be  present  at  this  market  test  to 
talk  with  buyers  about  the  possibilities  of  the  product.   If  conditions  warrant,  a  foreign  agent  for 
the  product  could  be  selected  at  this  time. 

Once  the  product  appears  to  have  initial  acceptance  with  the  foreign  trade,  FAS  trade  specialists 

can  be  consulted  about  including  it  in  one  of  the  many  American  in-store  promotions  conducted  by 

foreign  store  groups.   Leading  foreign  buyers  can  also  be  invited  to  visit  the  U.S.  plant  to  see  for 
themselves  how  the  product  is  produced  and  marketed. 

OTHER  SERVICES 

Selling  overseas  is  really  not  much  different  than  domestic  sales.   The  language,  customs,  and 
requirements  are  different  than  our  own,  but  the  elements  of  promotion,  pricing  plus  quality,  service 
and  dependability — will  govern  the  success  just  as  they  do  here  in  the  U.S. 

Foreign  importers  are  astute  businessmen  who  have  built  their  business  in  a  complex  society  of 
international  trading  where  the  unscroupulous  ones  can  usually  be  quickly  spotted  by  an  international 
bank  or  credit  service  agency.   Credit  losses  in  foreign  trade  rarely  exceed  one  percent  of  total 
sales  and  compare  favorably  with  credit  experience  on  domestic  sales. 

The  mechanics  of  actually  selling  a  product  overseas  may  at  first  appear  complex.   But  there  are 
experts  to  help  here,  too — people  whose  business  it  is  to  service  exporters  on  bills  of  lading, 
letters  of  credit,  and  other  shipping  documents.   Combination  export  managers,  freight  forwarders, 
bankers,  and  transportation  services  can  be  particularly  helpful. 


This  directory  lists  most  of  the  services  available  to  exporters  of  food  and  agricultural  products, 
from  the  initial  inquiry  to  the  final  sale.   We  hope  it  will  prove  helpful  as  a  handy  reference  for 
developing  an  export  business  and  that  you  will  call  on  us  whenever  we  can  be  of  additional  assistance  to 
you. 

The  Office  of  Export  Services  will  assist  you  in  making  contacts  and  obtaining  information  from 
Washington,  D.C.  agencies  and  is  available  for  counseling  and  assistance  on  export  matters.

Commercial  banks  are  the  best  source  of  information  on  export  documentation  and  the  various  means  of 
financing  and  insuring  export  sales.   If  your  local  bank  does  not  handle  export  paper,  it  is  probably  a 
correspondent  of  a  bank  that  does.

The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  provides  for  the  financing  of  export  sales  of  certain  U.S.  agricul- 
tural commodities  for  periods  of  a  maximum  of  36  months.   This  enables  the  U.S.  exporter  to  sell  such 
agricultural  commodities  to  the  foreign  importer  on  a  deferred-payment  basis.   For  all  transactions 
there  is  required  an  acceptable  bank  obligation  and  an  assignment  by  the  U.S.  exporter  of  his  account 
receivable.
